Groveland man i 
fined $500 for 
sex assault

PLAISTOW, N.H. — The officer 
! who prosecuted the case of a Grove- 
; land, Mass., man convicted of sex- 
ually assaulting a teen-age boy is 
dissatisfied with the sentence. 
James Auciair, 22, of 5 Wood St, 
i Groveland, was convicted in Plais- 
I tow District Court for sexually as- 
saulting a 13-year-old boy between 3 
and 4 a-m. July 21 at Lone Tree Scout 
Reservation in Kingston. 

A Plaistow District Court judge 
found Auciair guilty, and fined him 
?500 and ordered him to pay it by 
April L 

; Auciair was committed to the 
: House of Correction for six months, 
suspended upon payment of the fine. 

He was placed on probation for two- 
years and was ordered to undergo 
evaluation and participate in coun- 
seling chosen by the New Hampshire 
Department of Probation. 

Kingston police said Auciair 
stroked the genital area of the 13- 
year-oid without the child's consent. 
They said this was his first offense. * 

The prosecutor of the case, Kings- 
ton police officer Rick S. Theriauit, 
said he had asked for a harsher 
sentence for Auciair. Theriauit had 
requested one year in the House of 
Correction* suspended upon payment 



of the fine, with two years.probation, 
and a $1,000 fine, with $500 sus- 
pended, in addition to counseling. 

But while he does not like the 
decision reached, Theriauit said is 
resigned to it ; . 

The charge of sexual assault in this 
case was a misdemeanor — tried in 
the district court — rather than a 
felony, which would have meant Au- 
ciair would have been tried at the 
Superior Court leveL 

Theriauit explained that New 
Hampshire law specifies that one of 
three conditions: serious personal in* 
jury, sexual penetration, or involve- 
ment of a minor under the age of 13, 
must exist in order make the sexual 
assault charge a felony. 

In Auciair'scase, the minor was 13 
years old, and there was no physical 
injury or penetration, he said. 

The last time Theriauit had talked 
to the parents of the boy involved, 
they told him the boy was going 
through counseling, he said. u He was 
getting along fairly welL" 

A report of sexual abuse atthe Boy 
Scout camp, where Kingston police 
had said Auciair was acting as a 
camp counselor or troop leader, had 
been received by the police July 2L 
Police arrested Auciair July 22. He 
was released the same day on a 
personal-recognizance bond.

PLAISTOW, N.H. - Two men who 
have been charged recently with sex- 
related crimes have pleaded not 
guilty to the charges. 

Robert Hamilton Miller, 45, of Poor 
Farm Road, Nottingham, has 
pleaded not guilty in Plaistow Dis- 
trict Court to Che assault of two 
Sandown boys. 

Miller was charged by Sandown 
police with assault, criminal threat- 
ening and disorderly conduct He 
allegedly approached two Sandown 
boys July 5, while tie was dressed as 
a woman, and asked them "provoca- 
tive questions," police said* 

A similar incident in Kingston that 
week led to more charges against 
Miller, including criminal misrepre- 



sentation of an officer and criminal 
threatening. 

Miller's plea was entered in Plais- 
tow District Court before his sched- 
uled arraignment today. A trial date 
will be set later, court clerks said.
